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INTRODUCTION 


County  governments  in  1976  continued  a  pattern  of  growth 
in  employment  and  payrolls  that  has  generally  paralleled  the 
continuous  rise  in  the  employment  and  payrolls  of  State  and 
local  governments  since  the  mid-1940's.  In  the  past  year,  from 
October  1975  to  October  1976,  the  total  number  of  county 
employees  has  risen  at  a  higher  rate  (up  2.4  percent)  than  State 
governments  (up  2.2  percent)  and  other  types  of  general  purpose 
local  governments  (cities  down  2.5  percent,  townships  up  2.1 
percent). 

County  governments  made  salary  and  wage  payments  for 
October  1976  amounting  to  $1,295  billion,  representing  payrolls 
for  1,600,000  employees.  The  1371,000  full-time  county  gov- 
ernment employees  accounted  for  86  percent  of  all  employees, 
and  95  percent  of  the  total  October  payrolls  ($1,233  billion). 
The  average  gross  earnings  of  full-time  county  employees  in 
October  1976  was  $899-an  increase  of  $55,  or  6.5  percent, 
over  their  average  earnings  in  October,  1975. 

When  part-time  county  employees  are  counted  in  terms  of 
average  pay  rates  for  full-time  work  in  corresponding  functions, 
they  are  found  to  be  equivalent  to  only  78,000  full-time  em- 
ployees.1 Accordingly,  the  total  county  employment  on  a 
full-time  equivalent  basis  is  calculated  at  1,448,000. 


Trends  in  County  Employment 

The  county  employment  and  payroll  figures  for  October  1976 
showed  increases  over  the  previous  October  as  follows:  Total 
employees  up  2.4  percent  (37,000),  full-time  equivalent  employ- 
ment up  2.9  percent  (40,000),  total  October  payroll  up  9.4 
percent  ($112  million)  and  average  October  earnings  of  full-time 
employees  up  6.5  percent  ($55).  The  following  tabulation 
demonstrates  that  this  rise  marks  a  continuance  of  the  upward 
trends  in  county  employment  and  payrolls  that  have  been 
underway  since  1946. 


1  Full-time  equivalent  employment  is  a  computed  statistic  representing 
the  number  of  full-time  employees  that  could  have  been  employed  if  all 
personnel  were  engaged  on  a  full-time  basis  at  the  average  monthly  pay 
applying  to  full-time  workers.  It  is  calculated,  for  a  particular  function  of 
a  government,  by  dividing  the  average  monthly  pay  for  full-time  employees 
of  that  function  into  the  total  pay  for  all  full-  and  part-time  employees  in 
the  function.

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During  the  5-year  period  from  1971  to  1976,  full-time  equiva- 
lent employment  in  counties  rose  at  an  average  annual  rate  of 
4.7  percent  and  the  payrolls  increased  at  an  average  annual  rate 
of  12.4  percent.  Average  October  earnings  of  full-time  county 
employees  rose  at  an  annual  rate  of  7.3  percent  during  this 
5-year  interval.  Recent  rates  of  increase  in  full-time  equivalent 
employment,  October  payrolls  and  average  monthly  earnings  in 
county  government  are  shown  in  the  tabulation  below.

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For  October  1976  the  full-time  equivalent  employment  per 
10,000  population  was  76.3  compared  with  69.1  in  1972  and 
61.5  in  1967.  If  the  education  function  is  excluded,  the  full-time 
equivalent  employment  per  10,000  population  was  60.8  in 
October  1976,  54.6  in  1972  and  44.3  in  1967. 

Further  detail  on  employment  and  payroll  data  for  county 
governments  in  1976  and  prior  years  can  be  found  in  table  1. 

Functions  of  County  Governments 

Individual  county  governments  differ  widely  in  the  range  of 
their  responsibilities  and  services.  One  factor  in  this  diversity  is 
that  counties  were  established  to  provide  general  local  govern- 
ment to  specific  geographic  locations  that  may  have  only  vague 
resemblances  to  population  concentrations.  In  addition,  State 
law  or  local  options  establish  widely  differing  parameters  for 
the  functioning  of  county  governments. 

The  governmental  functions  most  commonly  conducted  by 
counties  include  highways,  public  welfare,  health,  police  pro- 
tection, correction,  financial  administration  and  general  control. 
However,  other  services  provided  by  counties,  such  as  schools 
or  hospitals,  comprise  a  considerable  portion  of  all  county 
employment  and  payrolls. 

In  most  parts  of  the  United  States,  public  schools  are  provided 
by  school  districts  which  operate  as  independent  local  govern- 
ments. However,  there  are  five  States  where  public  schools  for 
elementary  and  secondary  education  are  provided  primarily  by 
county  governments  (Alaska,  Maryland,  North  Carolina,  Ten- 
nessee, and  Virginia),  and  in  these  States  the  education  function 
represents  about  three-fifths  to  four-fifths  of  total  county 
employment  and  payrolls. 

In  October  1976  the  education  and  hospital  functions  ac- 
counted for  more  than  one-third  of  all  employment  and  payrolls 
of  county  governments.  Following  are  percentage  distributions 
of  county  government  employment  and  payrolls,  by  function, 
based  on  the  data  shown  in  table  1  for  all  counties:

teachers,  but  also  teacher  aides,  principals,  supervisors  of  in- 
struction, school  librarians  and  guidance  personnel.  Other  em- 
ployees of  county  schools  include  administrative  and  clerical 
personnel,  plant  operation  and  maintenance  employees,  and 
any  bus  drivers,  lunchroom,  health  and  recreational  personnel, 
and  student  employees. 

The  police  protection  and  fire  protection  categories  include 
not  only  uniformed  forces,  but  also  administrative,  clerical,  and 
other  nonuniformed  personnel.  Sanitation  other  than  sewerage 
includes  refuse  collection  and  street  cleaning.  Financial  adminis- 
tration pertains  to  central  financial  agencies  and  activities,  in- 
cluding tax  administration  and  central  purchasing.  General 
control  covers  central  personnel  administration,  planning,  legal 
staff,  courts  and  other  agencies  concerned  with  general  county 
administration,  as  well  as  the  county  council  or  board  of  super- 
visors and  the  office  of  the  county  executive.  The  highway 
function  comprises  all  activities  for  construction  and  main- 
tenance of  streets,  sidewalks,  bridges,  etc.,  but  not  street  cleaning 
(under  sanitation  other  than  sewerage)  or  traffic  control  (under 
police  protection).  In  addition  to  the  administration  of  the  more 
familiar  income  maintenance  programs  such  as  aid  to  dependent 
children,  aid  to  the  blind,  etc.,  the  public  welfare  function  in- 
cludes activities  such  as  social  service  casework  and  the  operation 
of  homes  for  the  elderly  and  other  indigent  care  institutions. 
However,  health  care  and  hospital  services  provided  directly  by 
a  government  are  excluded  from  the  public  welfare  function  and 
classed  under  "Health"  or  "Hospitals."  The  hospital  function 
relates  only  to  government-operated  facilities  providing  in-patient 
medical  care.  The  health  function  is  applied  to  the  administration 
of  public  health  programs,  community  and  visiting  nurse  services, 
clinics,  water  pollution  control,  immunization  programs  and 
other  related  activities. 

Data  for  Major  Counties 

There  are  332  county  governments  which  had  an  estimated 
population  of  100,000  or  more  in  1973.  Table  3  shows  a  com- 
parison of  the  data  for  all  county  governments  with  that  of  these 
332  large  counties.  Although  the  counties  with  100,000  or  more 
population  comprise  only  about  10  percent  of  the  total  number 
of  all  county  governments,  table  3  shows  that  they  had  approxi- 
mately 61  percent  of  all  county  employment  and  70  percent  of 
all  county  payrolls  in  October  1976.  It  is  also  interesting  to  note 
that  the  full-time  equivalent  employment  per  10,000  population 
is  less  in  these  large  counties  (72.4)  than  in  all  counties  (76.3). 
The  opposite  relationship  is  found  between  the  totals  for  large 
municipalities  and  all  municipalities.2 

The  table  on  the  following  page  provides  a  distribution  of 
employment  and  payrolls,  by  functions,  for  all  counties  with  a 
population  of  100,000  or  more  based  on  the  data  shown  in 
table  3. 

In  table  4  of  this  report,  employment  and  payroll  data  are 
shown  individually  for  each  of  the  332  counties  that  had  100,000 
population  or  more  in  1973.  Intercounty  comparisons  based  on 
these  figures  should  take  account  of  the  presence  or  absence  of 
other  underlying  local  governments  and  the  varying  allocation  of 
governmental  responsibilities  between  the  State  and  various 
types  of  local  government.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  functional 
detail  in  table  4  pertains  to  full-time  equivalent  employment. 


The  education  category  covers  both  the  provisions  of  ele- 
mentary and  secondary  grades  and  any  higher  education  insti- 
tutions operated  by  county  governments.  School  systems  can- 
vassed  were   asked    to   include   as  instructional  staff  not  only

Excluded  from  table  4  and  the  rest  of  this  report  are  a  number 
of  large  consolidated  city-county  governments.3  These  govern- 
ments are  classified  for  Census  Bureau  purposes  as  municipalities 
and  data  for  these  governments  comparable  to  the  statistics  in 
this  report  can  be  found  in  City  Employment  in  1976. 

Statement  of  Procedure 


had  a  population  of  50,000  or  more  in  1973  plus  national  and 
size-group  totals  for  all  municipalities.  Local  Government  Em- 
ployment in  Selected  Metropolitan  Areas  and  Large  Counties: 
1976  presents  data  on  the  employment  and  payrolls  of  local 
governments  in  the  standard  metropolitan  areas  which  had  a 
population  of  500,000  or  more  in  1972  and  in  68  large  county 
areas  outside  these  SMSA's. 

Data  presented  in  these  reports  are  based  on  information 
solicited  by  mail  questionnaire  from  a  State-by-State  sample  of 
local  governments. 

The  survey  panel  for  this  report  comprises  all  counties  that 
had  50,000  population  or  more  in  1970  and  a  random  sample 
of  smaller  counties  stratified  by  State  in  terms  of  fiscal  1972 
expenditures. 

Data  in  tables  2  and  3  for  all  counties  of  100,000  or  more 
population  were  directly  summed.  Figures  reported  by  the 
smaller  counties  in  the  sample  were  expanded  in  accordance 
with  their  probability  of  sample  selection.  Data  presented  for 
counties  of  100,000  or  more  population  can  thus  be  taken  as 
results  of  complete-coverage  enumeration,  and  as  being  subject 
only  to  some  possible  undetected  errors  in  the  completeness  or 
proper  classification  of  data  for  individual  counties.  However, 
because  a  sample  has  been  taken  to  represent  counties  of  less 
than  50,000  population,  the  all-county  aggregates  in  tables  1, 
2  and  3  are  subject  to  sampling  variation  that  may  cause  them 
to  differ  somewhat  from  the  results  of  a  complete-coverage 
enumeration.  Calculations  of  the  standard  error  of  these  esti- 
mates indicate  that  it  is  less  than  one  percent  (at  the  two-thirds 
confidence  level)  for  the  major  categories  reported. 


This  report  is  one  of  four  recurrent  annual  publications  based 
on  a  survey  of  government  employment  and  payrolls  in  October. 
One  companion  report,  Public  Employment  in  1976,  presents 
State-by-State  data  for  all  types  of  local  governments,  as  well  as 
for  State  governments  and  the  Federal  Government.  A  second 
companion  report,  City  Employment  in  1976,  provides  data 
for  each  of  the  388  cities  and  22  major  urban  townships  which
